The water is pumped into 
fields which were once used for 
the drying of solid waste. 
These fields are no longer used 
for that since solid waste is 
dissolved in the plant now and 
comes out as liquid.

Getting Slick 


Why do gas prices continue to soar? 

By indications they should be getting lower. Yet 
the oil indrustry continues to play on the false fears of 
shortages to gouge the public. 

We guess oil’ companies are required by law to 
publish their net profits. Otherwise, we are sure they 
would not flaunt the public as they have the past fwo 
days. with mind boggling increases in net profits over 
1973. 

Texaco and Exxon are the latest to join the parade of 
increased profits. Texaco announced its profits for the 
first three months of 1974 were 123.2 per cent higher 
than their profits in the first three months of 1973. 

Poor old Exxon, on the other hand, can only report a 
38.8 per cent increase in profits for the same period. 
Earlier this week Gulf Oil and Standard Oil of Indiana 
(amoco) reported whopping 75 per cent profit 
increases. 

"Their profits don't hang around the low rent district. 
either. Texaco's profit jumped from $264 million 
during the first three months of 1973 to $589.4 million 
during the same period in 1974. 

Exxon's jump was from $508 million to $705 million. 
And mind you, that's only the first three months of 
the years. Éven if their profits stay the same over the 
next months (which they aren't likely to do as the 
upswing in oil profits should continue) this mean's 
Exxon would net $2.8 BILLION, while Texaco should 
net $2.3 BILLION. 

Meanwhile, the little man who might be lucky 
enough to get a 10 per cent cost of living raise the 
entire year, pays 60 cents for a gallon of gas. And 
before long he'll pay a dollar. 

Every sentence or phrase we think of to end this 
editorial comes out unfit«for a family newspaper. 
So-just think about those facts for awhile. And 
maybe, just maybe you'll get as angry as we get and 
will want to do something about it.

Natural corn sugar starts 

turning to starch within 20 
minutes after picking. The loss 
increases with warm tempera. 
tures. Picked corn should 
therefore be cooled rapicly. As 
much as half of the sugar may 
be lost in one day when corn is 
stored al 86 degrees F. but 
only about.8 per cent is los 
32 degrees F. If it must wait 
while before cooking, keep it 
refrigerated in the husk. 
To cook the ears in water, 
remove outer husks. Remove 
corn sild and complete the job 
quickly with a small vegetable 
brush. Cut out bad parts, 
break off extreme tip, and 
wash ear well. Then cook in 
simmering, salted water about 
8 minutes, or until tender. 

Florida corn is rushed from 
field to packing plants for 
hydrocooling, Mrs. Jones adds. 
This process lowers the field 
temperature of the corn 
quickly to preserve flavor and 
freshness. Icing the loaded 
trucks and railroad cars helps 
to preserve the freshness and 
tenderness while the corn is 
enroute to distant markets. 

Although Iowa, Illinois and 
Indiana are conceded to be the 
Big Three in, the coru-growinig 
states, Florida corn still travels 
as far north as Michigan when 
needed.

AVIATION LIABILTY INSURANCE 

Aviation liability insurance resembles automobile 
liability insurance in that it covers a power vehicle that 
cari do a great deal of damage or bodily injury. There is 
a difference in that usually bodily injury liability to 
passengers and bodily injury to others are covered 
separately, s 

Rates and policy conditions are very different for the 
individual owner of a private plane, a commercial airline, 
a éropdusting service, or a flying school. Also, the 
maximum amount that can be paid out could be 
extremely high. The latest jumbo jets can carry 
hundreds of passengers and liability at $100,000 per 
passenger can add up Lo a lot of money. Therefore, much 
aviation insurance is written by pools. 

An interesting variant of aviation liability insurance is 
admitted liability insurance. Such a policy says, in effect, 
"if a passenger is killed and his heirs are willing to settle 
for X-amount of dollars, we will pay and will not argue 
about liability.”
